Calcutta Port Trust Employees’ (Leave Travel Con¬ 
cession) Third Amendment Regulations, 1994. 

In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 28 
of the Major Port Trusts Act, 1963 (38 of 1963) 
and with the sanction of the Central Government 
under Sub-section (1) of Section 124 of that Act, 
the Board of Trustees for the Port of Calcutta hereby 
make the following Regulations to amend the Calcutta 
Port Trust Employees’ (Leave Travel Concession) 
Regulations, 1976. 

1. Short Title 

These Regulations may be called the Calcutta Port 
Trust Employees’ (Leave Travel Concession) Third 
Amendment Regulations, 1994. 

2. The said Regulations shall come into force on 
the date of publication of this notification in the 
official Gazette. 

3. In the Calcutta Port Trust Employees’ (Leave 
Travel Concession) Regulations, 1976. 

(i) Regulation 10(1) shall be substituted by 
the following :— 

When travelling by railways, employees will be 
entitled to Class of accommodation as 
follows :— 

Employees of the third grade—Sleeper Class 
Employees of the fourth grade—Sleeper 
Class- ‘i 

(ii) Since Deluxe Air Conditoined Express is no 

longer existing, Regulation 10(4) is redund¬ 
ant and shall be deleted. 

(iii) Regulations 10(5) shall be substituted by 
the following :— 

An employee (or his family members) normal¬ 
ly entitled to travel by first class railway 
accommodation may travel either by 
Sleeper Class or Second Class and avail 
reservation facility. In sfuch cases the 
extra cost incurred for reservation shall 
be borne by the Board. An employee (or 
his family members) normally entitled r tc 
travel by Sleeper Class of railway 
accommodation will be entitled to 
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Reimbursement of reservation charges. 
An employee (or his family members) if 
travelled by Second Class will also be 
entitled to reimbursement of reservation 
charges for a seat (for day journeys). 

Note :—C.P.T. employees’ (Leave Travel Conces* 
sion) Regulation, 1976 were approved by 
the Central Government vide notification No. 
GSR 1272 dated the 3rd September, 1977 
and published in the Calcutta Gazette dated 
the 17th November, 1977, C.P.T. Employees’ 


(Leave Travel Concession) First Amend¬ 
ment Regulations, 1989 were also sanctioned 
by Government vide GSR No. 644(E), 
dated the 26th June, 1989 and published 
in the Gazette of India (Extraordinary) 
dated the 26th June, 1989. C.P.T. Em¬ 
ployees’ (Leave Travel Concession) Second 
Amendment Regulations, 1993 were sanc¬ 
tioned by Government vide G.S.R. No. 
65(E) dated the 12th February, 1993 and 
published in the Gazette of India (Extraordi¬ 
nary) dated the 12th February, 1993. 
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
